The  Constituencies 

At  present  Alberta  is  divided 
into  83  constituencies.  Each  con- 
stituency is  represented  in  the 
Legislative  Assembly  by  one 
member,  who  represents  everyone 
within  the  constituency’s  bound- 
aries, regardless  of  how  they 
voted  in  the  last  election  or 
whether  they  voted  at  all. 

The  maps  on  this  sheet  illus- 
trate the  general  size,  shape,  and 
concentration  of  Alberta’s  constit- 
uencies. If  you  are  not  sure 
which  constituency  you  live  in  or 
which  MLA  represents  you  in  the 
Assembly,  please  contact 
Elections  Alberta  at  427-7191  or 
write  to:
